Airline Routes Studied 
For More 880 Business 


With a serious eye on new jet transport business, 
Convair’s commercial sales department is in the midst of 
an expanding research program aimed at proving how 
the forthcoming jetliner will operate profitably for air- 


lines around the globe. 

Convair now has firm crders 
for 40 of the new ships (currently 
designated Model 880). Prelimin- 
ary design work, mockup and 
high speed wind tunnel testing 
with models is well under way, 
aiming at first deliveries of the 
“over 600 mph” plane by 1959. 
First customers are TWA and 
Delta (Convairiety, June 27, 1956). 

J. G. Zevely, director of saies 
and contracts, indicated that 
many more potential customers 
exist, both at home and abroad, 
for whom the airplane would be 
a sound investment. As an im- 
portant selling tool, routes of 
various lines are being analyzed 
to reflect what the Model 880 
can do. 

“Our entry in the jet trans- 
portation competition is far 
from being alone,” Zevely com- 
mented. “We have rivals to 
compete against; but we also 
have an airplane under way 
that we are convinced can not 
only compete, but can win a 
big share of the business.” 

To “airline research and analy- 
sis section” of commercial sales 
at San Diego fall one of the key 
tasks in convincing airlines that 
the new Model 880 will be profit- 


}| able’ to them. The job is to ana- 


lyze customer routes and pro- 
duce detailed and extensive stud- 
ies of what can be expected in 
operating costs, speed and pas- 
senger carrying potential. 

The detailed studies them- 
selves, when completed, become 
an essential sales tool for those

produced by any aircraft manu- 
facturing company,” the report 
continued. 

“Dynamics is not only moving 
ahead on an increasingly large 
volume of production in all ma- 
jor divisions, but is continuing to 
increase its backlog,’ Hopkins 
declared. 

“Equally important, Dynamics 
is increasing its efforts in basic 
and applied research and develop- 
ment, and is adding materially to 
the capital facilities required to 
manufacture in quantity the new 
products resulting from _ these 
activities. 

“In view of the corporation’s 
significant advances in atomic 
submarines, military and com- 
mercial aircraft, missiles, atomic 
aircraft and electronics, I am 
confident that our current prog- 
ress will continue not only 
through 1956, but through 1957 
as well. The corporation’s fore- 
casts indicate, for 1957, sales 
substantially in excess of $1 
billion...” 

Touching on developments at 
divisions other than Convair, 
Hopkins reported: 

Canadair Limited has received 
a multi-million dollar contract 
for production of additional 
CL-28 aircraft, the four-engine 
maritime reconnaissance version 
of the Bristol “Brittania.” (A 
Brittania, powered by four Pro- 
teus turboprop engines, was in 
San Diego Aug. 14-17, on exhibit 
at Lindbergh Field in connection 
with the National Turbine-Pow- 


ered Air Transportation meeting | § 


sponsored annually by the Insti- 
tute of the Aeronautical Sciences, 
convened in San Diego for the 
first time. The visit was part of 
a month-long visit to the United 
States from England during 
which the airplane toured the 
country.)

More than 
half of all Convair people are 
affected directly at one time or 
another by the Red Feather agen- 
cies. All of us are indirectly af- 
fected. 

It is impossible to go into de- 
tail concerning each of the nearly 
three score of agencies. 

Typical, however, of the power- 
ful community contributions the 
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agencies make is that of Guada- 
lupe Clinic. With a small but 
efficient staff, and many volun- 
teer physicians, the clinic last 
year handled more than 12,000 
cases and helped to a great de- 
gree to maintain the health of 
the community. 


Also, I would like to call atten- 
tion to the Family Service Asso- 
ciation and the Mental Hygiene 
Association of San Diego. 


The former provides guidance 
and counseling for hundreds of 
families with marriage and chil- 
dren problems, achieving remark- 
able success in avoiding broken 
homes. The Mental Hygiene 
agency has, within a very lim- 
ited budget, helped substantially 
to maintain the mental health of 
the community through psychi- 
atric services and counseling. 

It is our unquestionable re- 
sponsibility to support these 
causes as strongly as possible.

men of commercial sales such 
as A. W. Abels, Jack D. Donald- 
son, Frank Sinclair and G. D.

“The customer, rightly so, is 
primarily interested in how much 
money he can make out of the 
new equipment and how this com- 
pares to present costs and costs 
of competitive equipment,” Rich- 
ard K. Waldo, an assistant man- 
ager of commercial sales, who 
heads the section, explained. “It 
is our assignment to study his 
routes and tell in advance where 
our airplane will best pay off.” 


Comprehensive route studies in- 
volve far more than just a casual 
inquiry into distances and fuel 
consumption. To work out route 
performance, consideration must 
be given to a bewildering num- 
ber of factors both obvious and 
obscure, such as elevations at dif- 
ferent airports, temperature 
ranges, lengths of runways, inter- 
vening terrain, alternate airports, 
varying weather conditions and 
a host of others. 


For the Model 340s and 440s, 
much of this route analysis was 
done for sales by Arthur C. Bussy 
after his retirement from active 
flying. Bussy was a wartime 
flight captain and test pilot for 
Convair .and later SD chief of 
flight operations, widely known 
and respected. He came to Con- 
vair in 1941 after flying for 
TWA. 

With the advent of the Model 
880, Waldo was placed in charge 
of the section and it now includes: 
Bussy; Norman V. Davidson, 
long-time member of sales de- 
partment; Anthony J. Fokker, 
who recently rejoined Convair 
after a six year absence; and 
P. H. “Pete” Bray, Convair new- 
comer, formerly of the Army 
Transportation Corps. 

Waldo is from Philadelphia 
originally, graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. He came 
to Convair in 1954 after seven 
years in Washington D. C. as 
chief economist for the CAA. 
Previously he had been with the

Construction work on four jet. 
engine silencers which will dim 
the roar of an F-102A’s engine to 
the quiet hum of a new automo- 
bile began early this month at 
Convair San Diego. 

Costing almost $1 million, the 


new units are scheduled for com- | — 
pletion before the end of this} 


year. 

Three of the silencers are be- 
ing erected at the new “fly 
away” facility on Lindbergh 
Field for use in F-102A engine 
runs prior to delivery flights 
to Palmdale. The fourth goes 
on the seaplane ramp where it 
will be used in engineering en- 
gine tests.

house” type into which F-102As 
are towed for tests.
